The situation is reg ard ed worse than 
a t any time within the last week of ; 
traffic-paralysing w eather. On top of 
an accumulation o f snow' in the Mid- ! 
die W est from blizzards of several 
days ago came fresh snow fall Tues­ 
day. 
Snow plows w ent to work on 
the new drifts, while gangs of labor­ 
ers, drawn from 
every occupation 
from which they could 
be spared, 
tackled yards and term inal 
already 
cleared once of snow within the week. 
T elegraph 
and 
telephone 
wires 
went down under w eight of snow and 
ice, and many p asseng er trains whose 
schedules 
had 
been 
re-established, 
were w ithdraw n once again, lest they 
meet the fate of scores of others stall­ 
ed behind drifts. 
Only coal and food 
kept moving, and these went slowly. 
The railroads’ supply of locomotives, 
depleted by the hundreds in shops for 
repairs, were used largely for these 
shipm ents.

tary duty of all men who have become 
21 y ears old since Ju n e 5, 1017, when 
the d ra ft law went into effect. 
A nother bill which Senator C ham ­ 
berlain introduced 
a t the request of 
the adm inistration would provide for 
furloughing National 
arm y men for 
harvesting crops 
and other agricu l­ 
tural duty. 
A nother bill would put the quota of 
the s ta te s on the 
basis of 
available 
men in the 
first class instead of 
on 
population. 
In determ ining 
on the registratio n 
of men who have become 21 since the 
d ra ft law was 
enacted, th e w ar de­ 
pa rtm e n t has 
rejected any plan to 
raise the 
age limits of the d ra ft

take in men more than 31. 
R egistration of men

come of age since the d ra ft law was 
enacted was recommended

Iowa Man Designs One Which Is De­ 
clared Satisfactory Substitutes 
for Silk or Bunting. 


Because fl 'gs of silk or bunting, no 
m atter bow good the material, will 
eventually become faded and torn in 
spite of the U>st care, a resident of 
Boone, In., has designed ii metal flftg
